Indeed, if once or twice on the 
voyage some one had given the boat a coat- 
ing of oil, the boat would not have rusted, 
and many human beings might have been 
saved a watery grave.

We are told that a favorite staple of the inferior 
press of Americans is abuse of this country: It 
may be so; for whether what they say of us be 
good or bad, it seldom falls under our notice ; 
but if such be the practice there, it is not one 
we are disposed toimitate. It becomes us rather 
to set thagexample of expressing our habitual 
respect for a country whose greatness we desire 
to see increase next tu that of England herself; 
and although we may criticise the institutions 
oͤf the United States as freely as we do our own, 
we are not the less conscious that these institu- 
tions are but the transatlantic growth of our 
liberties; qur laws, language — sprung 
from one root, and bred by one people.“

Mr. Clay’s Will. 


This document was opened at Lexington on 
Monday, I ath instant. It is drawn by his own 
hand, and bears date July 10. 1851. It relates 
almost entirely to the disposition of his estate 
among the members of his family, the only ex- 
ception being the part which relates tohis slaves. 
It is provided that the children of bis slaves, 
born after 1850, are to be liberated and sent to 
‘Liberia ; the males at the age of 28, and the fe- 
males at the age of 25. Their earnings for 
three years prior to their emancipation are to 
be reserved for the purpose of fitting them out; 
and prior to their removal they are to be tanght 
to read, write and cipher. The slavesin being, 
prior to January, 1850, are bequeathed to his 
family. Ashland is left to Mrs. Clay, for her 
sole benefit. dering her life; andy on her death 
is to he sold and the proceeds divided among 
his children. To Dr. D. W. Dudiey he leaves 
the gold snuff box presented to him by Dr. 
Hunt, late of Washington ; to Henry S. Duncan 
he bequeaths a ring containing a piece of Wash- 
ington’s coffin’; and to W. N. Mercer a snuff 
box, said to have belonged to Peter the Great. 
Mrs. Clay is executrix; and Hon. Thos. A. Mar- 
shall and James O. Harrison, executors; no se- 
eurity being required of them.

The breaking of a colt ed be com- 
menced before he is twénty-four hours old. 
Handle him frequently—make a pet of him. 
—Bridle him young, and the winter when 
he is two years old, place a wagon saddle on 
his back, and buckle the girt loosely. Take 
it off at night, and after doing this a few 
times, add the breeching, and pursue this 
course with all parts of the harness, until the 
whole is familiar to him. Then add the 
whippletree, and while a careful person leads 
him, hold back so that he may feel the pres- 
sure of the collar or breastplate gradually. 
If he is high spirited, so much the better—if 
you do not beat him. Be resolute and firm 
with him, but not abusive. | 

Let him understand that you are master, 
but a humane, reasonable one. Treat him 
in this manner, and ninety-nine in a hundred 
need no other breaking. Breaking is the 
word, no other will express the practice which 
has obtained. They have been broken, head, 
back, and legs, until they were nearly valu- 
less, and not from any fault of their own, 
but from the ignorance of the breaker! 
Colts do not refuse to work from any dis- 
position not to earn a living, but because 
they do not understand what is required of 
them. They need not be educated, and this 
must be done gradually—nor in a day, or 
month but months. These are only a few 
breif hints—study the animal yourself, and 
learn what course is required to be pursued.

The trade, therefore, may be managed by 
the hands, the art requires the co-operation of 
the mind, while the science superadds to both, 
a knowledge of the laws and properties of 
matter, upon which the mind and body are 
required to exert their energies. The first 
may be likened to the feeble boy, the second 
to the muscular young man, and the third 
to him whose mind and body are in the ac- 
tive development of their best powers.

Winter ArrIxSs.— Great carelessness, not 
to say downright. slovenliness, is practised 
by many persons handling winter apples. 
They are beaten or shaken from the trees 
like so many worthless bullets. They are 
hauled in rough carts, tumbled out into bar- 
rels or bins, and if they keep well and good, 
and if they do not, then there is grumbling, 
because it is always some folks’ luck, to 
have all their apples rot.” 
Winter apples should be picked carefully 
by the band from the twig they grow upon, 
and packed in barrels, under the tree where 
they grew ; then hauled upon sleds or spring 
carts to the store-house, where they should 
be kept as long as the cold will permit, be- 
fore they are placed in the cellar, which must 
be dry and cool and well ventilated, though 
not freezing, or they will not keep. In mid- 
winter they should be overhauled, and all 
that show a tendency to decay, carefully re- 
moved, and the sound ones replaced. 
Apples may be kept a very long time by 
packing them in dry powder and plaster of 
Paris, so that no two can touch one another.

CemenT For GRATTNG.— The graft- 
ing season being at hand, it may be of ad- 
vantage to some of our readers to state that 
we have found the very best grafting wax 
made from the following ingredients: One 
part tallow, two of beeswax, and three of 
rosin; melt and mix the whole—turn it into 
cold water, and melt it as shoemaker’s wax. 
These make a compound that wil} not melt 
in hot summer’s sun, nor crack in the sever- 
est cold.
